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History of the Mattapoisett Halloween Parade

The following article is comprised of information 
gathered from past issues of The Wanderer ; Presto Press 
from the Mattapoisett Historical Society archives, scrapbook 
collections at the Mattapoisett Historical Society, and from 
interviews with Jodi Bauer at the Mattapoisett Clipper, Richard 
Morgado (son of Al Morgado), and Captain Anthony Days of 
the Mattapoisett Police Department. 

This Halloween, children and adults of all ages 
will gather in front of Center School in Mattapoisett to 
take part in what has become a tradition that goes back 
quite some time. Just when it all started has been anyone's 
guess. In 1983, Selectman John DeCosta thought the 
parade had started in 1965 under the direction of Police 
Chief Alden Kinney. In 1992, The Wanderer noted that the 
parade had been going on for the last 30 years, placing the 
origin of the parade at about 1962. 

In 1996, Police Chief James Moran noted that the 
parade had been going on for "over 35 years." In 2003, the 
Board of Selectmen asked that if anyone knew how the 
parade tradition started to share the information. A couple 
of the board members knew it had been going on for over 
50 years. In 2014, the "over 50 years" mark was again 
noted by Police Chief Mary Lyons in a letter to the editor 
reminding people of the upcoming event. 

In fact, the Mattapoisett Halloween Parade 
tradition goes back much further than 50 years and seems 
to have been started by one man who gathered and led 
costumed children through the streets of Mattapoisett 
with a drum. 

Abraham Skidmore was born in 1878 in Oxford, 
North Carolina to Ferry Skidmore and Jinny Nelson, 
who may have been former slaves. Not much is known 
about his early life other than he left North Carolina for 
Somerville, New Jersey before coming to New Bedford 
and then settling in Mattapoisett by 1899.

Skidmore worked as a barber in New Bedford 
where he may have met Anna Calhoun. Anna was from 
Newport, Rhode Island where she once worked as a 
servant at the U.S. Naval War College. In 1903, Abraham 
and Anna married in New Bedford. By this time, 

Abraham was cutting hair in Mattapoisett and becoming 
popular with children in town. At some point, he picked 
up playing drums and organized several bands over the 
years. In addition to playing in bands, he took his drum 
to the streets and was known for organizing and leading 
parades. 

It was in October 1949 that about 125 children, 
along with their parents, gathered outside of Abraham's 
barbershop near Center School. The children were 
"dressed as witches, ghosts and all the other usual 
characters." Abraham began banging on his drum and led 
the children on a march. 

The parents lined the streets and the children 
marched alone with the exception of the children who 
"were too small to go unattended." Those children's 
parents would join them in the march. Abraham led the 
children down Church Street toward Main Street. Once 
the parade got to Main Street, Abraham took a left turn 
down Water Street and marched the children on Water 
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Street to North Street back to Church Street leading them 
back to his barber shop. The children were then dispersed 
to attend Halloween parties. Abraham Skidmore and the 
125 children and their parents had just taken part in a 
tradition that is still going on in Mattapoisett nearly 70 
years later. 

The next year, the parade had grown to about 
300 children and followed the same route as the previous 
year with parents carrying red flares at the head and rear 
of the parade. At the lead of the parade was once again, 
Abraham Skidmore. After the parade, a party was held 
for the children at the Congregational Church where they 
played games and had refreshments. The older children, 
presumably junior high and high school kids, had a party 
at Town Hall where they took part in square dancing 
and games. Twelve children received prizes in a costume 
judging contest. 

By 1954, the parade was considered a tradition 
and Skidmore once again led cowboys, Dutch girls, 
black cats, Mickey Mouse and many other costumed 
children through the streets on Halloween. Later that fall, 
Skidmore became sick with pneumonia. In December, he 
was admitted to Tobey Hospital in Wareham. He never 
recovered. Abraham Skidmore passed away at age 76, 
leaving behind a tradition that would continue to thrill 
children for generations to come. 

If there were any questions about the fate of 
the parade, they were answered quickly. In 1955, the 
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parade was sponsored by the Mattapoisett Lions Club 
and was escorted by the auxiliary police. Taking over the 
drumming at the lead of the parade was A1 Morgado, also 
a barber who now worked out of Abraham's old shop. 

The parade went on throughout the 1950s in 
much the same manner with A1 Morgado drumming at 
the lead of the parade and the children taking part in 
parties at various locations. Preschoolers and first graders 
usually partied at the Congregational Church, second and 
third graders went to St. Anthony's Church, the fourth 
and fifth graders had their party at Center School while 
the junior and senior high school students went to Town 
Hall. 

Costume contests were held and were sometimes 
judged for prettiest, handsomest boy, handsomest 
girl, funniest, most original and most horrible. Typical 
costumes worn by the children during that time were 
ghosts, hobgoblins, rabbits, Dutch girls, devils, ballerinas 
and Mickey Mouse. 

The 1960s began to show slight changes to the 
parade. Early in the decade, there was a modification to 
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the parade route, which started in the usual spot near 
Center School on Church Street and then headed north on 
Pearl Street. At Tobey Lane, the parade headed west and 
dropped off preschoolers at a youth center for their party 
The parade would continue on to Main Street and then 
to Depot Street where the first graders were left off at the 
American Legion Hall. The second and third graders went 
to Town Hall while the parade continued along Church 
Street where the 4th, 5th and 6th graders went to Center 
School and the 7th through 12th graders went to the 
Congregational Church for their respective community 
parties. 

Costume contests were typically held at these 
community parties, and 1962 was the first time it 
was noted that the parade was cancelled due to rain. 
Costumes also began to change from the traditional 
Halloween costumes of the 1950s to costumes such as the 
Great Pumpkin, Phyllis Diller, Lobsters in a Trap, hippies, 
Ned's Point Lighthouse, the Town Dump, and now and 
then, a pack of cigarettes. 

The 1960s also saw the addition of the drum 
and bugle corps from New Bedford Post 1 or Fairhaven 
Post 166 leading the parade replacing A1 Morgado. 

The American Legion Post bands were sometimes 
accompanied by the Plymouth Voiture 40 and 8 
Locomotive. It isn't known how long the American 
Legion posts led the parade, but at some point in the 
1970s, the Old Rochester Regional High School Band led 
the parade and may have done so throughout much of the 
1970s and 1980s. 

By 1964, the parade began taking on its modern 
shape. The parade route reverted back to its original 
route. The community parties were cancelled that year 
and instead the parade ended at Center School where kids 
were treated to apples, ice cream and candy bars. There is 
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no indication there was a costume contest that year. 

The 1965 parade was much the same as the 1964 
parade. However, that year's parade had an upsetting 
moment when "teenage drivers from Fairhaven" sped 
through the village throwing lit firecrackers from their 
cars. It was noted that "malicious damage . . . can be 
attributed to this Fairhaven group whose behavior was 
very objectionable." 

If the costume contest didn't take place for a 
couple of years, it was back by 1966 with prizes of bicycles 
and tricycles awarded. There was even a $2 consolation 
prize. There were treats of candy, apples and ice cream 
served in the Center School cafeteria. 

Bicycles and tricycles continued to be awarded to 
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costume contest winners in the 1970s with costumes such 
as Ivory Soap bubbles, Land-O-Lakes butter. Mama Leone 
and the Mattapoisett Theater. 

Though there were no known incidents that 
had occurred, there were concerns in 1976 over children 
"stumbling around town in a hard to see out of store 
bought mask." This prompted third grade teacher, Pat 
Sylvia, to organize a crew of face painters to paint masks 
on children at Center School before the parade. 

Also, 1976 marked possibly the only year that the 
parade did not take place on Halloween. Due to inclement 
weather, the parade took place on November 1. 

Through much of the 1970s, the parade route 
continued unchanged, leaving Center School on Church 
Street toward Main Street and then heading down Water 
Street to North Street where it finished at Center School. 

In 1977, a modification was made to the parade. Instead of 
heading up North Street, the parade would go from Water 
Street to Barstow Street and back to Center School, which 
is the present day route. 

The end of the 1970s brought more modern prizes 
to the costume contents. In addition to the popular bicycle 
prizes, AM/FM radios were awarded to some winners. 

The 1980s saw more signs of changing times. In 
1982, it was noted that Halloween "had been much quieter 
as parents exercised caution and confined children's 
activity mainly to the parade and police party." 

The Police Department also began publishing 
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safety tips such as wearing light-colored costumes, taking 
masks off before crossing streets, traveling in groups with 
older siblings or parents, walking facing traffic when 
sidewalks were not available and not eating candy until 
inspecting it at home. 

While there had been no known incidents 
involving the safety of local children or reports of 
tampered candy, there had been high profile news stories 
of product tampering such as the Tylenol incident in 1982 
that may have led to a heightened concern for candy 
tampering as well. 

In 1986, a live Dixie Land music band performed 
while the parade was gathering. That year, it was 
announced that an adult prize of a dinner for two would 
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be given out at the costume contest in an effort to make 
the Halloween event "more of a family affair." Since 1971, 
prizes had only been given out to preschool through sixth 
graders. Junior high and high school students would not 
make a return to the costume contest until 1995. 

Costumes would continue to evolve during the 
1980s such as Holly Hobbie, Pink Panther and toothpaste 
in the early '80s, and the Bride of Death Valley, Freddie 
from Nightmare on Elm Street, and the Dancing Raisins 
later in the decade. 

Prizes continued to change as well. The bicycles 
were still awarded and stereos, video games and boom 
boxes were added. 

In the 1990s, costumes continued to reflect pop 
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culture such as Edward Scissorhands, baseball cards, 

Julia Child and the Simpsons. The bicycle still remained 
one of the top prizes of the '90s and other prizes included 
Walkmans, cassette/ CD boom boxes, inline skates as well 
as small black and white and color televisions. 

In 1995, the junior high and high school students 
returned to the costume parade for the first time since 
1970 as noted earlier. A year later, glow sticks were 
handed out to children before the parade began and 
police officer Ken Pacheco entertained the crowd by doing 
the Macarena dance while judges decided on the winning 
costumes. 

The start of the 2000s saw the parade cancelled 
due to the weather but the costume contest went on. 

In 2001, with the events of 9 / 11 still on the minds of 
everyone, Carly Suzan performed the National Anthem. 

In 2003, with construction going on to update Center 
School, the parade route was completely altered for the 
only time in the parade's history. 

The parade would begin at the Town Wharf and 
head east past the Harbormaster's building. It would then 
take a right on Water Street to Barstow Street where it 
would pick up the traditional route along Church Street 
past the growing Center School. It would continue on to 
Main Street and to Water Street where it would end back 
at the wharf. The costume contest took place at Shipyard 
Park that year. 

The 2000' s also saw the return of the drummer 
to the Halloween parade. Mike Bauer and his son, 

Garrett, took the parade lead in 2001 at the urging of 
Mike's wife, Jodi. When Garrett left for college, Jodi took 
over the drumming duties. Jodi Bauer runs the same 
barbershop that Abraham Skidmore worked in when 
he started the parade and now she leads the parade as 
barbers Skidmore and Morgado did in the parade's early 
years. Coincidently, Jodi also lives in the same house that 
Skidmore lived. 

In 2004, the parade route was restored back to 
its current form and the costume contest returned to 
Center School. This year will mark the 66th year of the 
Mattapoisett Halloween Parade. 

Since the parade began in 1949, over 1,200 
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children and adults have won prizes in the costume 
contest following the parade and thousands more have 
marched in the parade and participated in the costume 
contest. 

Some of the children who won prizes over the 
years include the current master of ceremonies. Captain 
Anthony Days of the Mattapoisett Police Department, 
who won a prize as Grog during the 1970 costume 
contest. A year later, Jodi Ennis would win a prize as 
a cup of hot chocolate. She would be pictured in the 
Presto Press standing next to an old radio costume that 
also won a prize. The child wearing the costume of the 
old radio was Mike Bauer. Later in life, the two would 
marry and as noted earlier, lead the parade. An historical 
listing of Halloween parade winners and judges can be 
viewed at http: / / southcoasthistory.wordpress.com/ 
mattapoisetthalloween/ . 

On Halloween night in 1950, just after the parade, 
a trophy was presented to Abraham Skidmore. In just the 
parade's second year, the children wanted to show their 
appreciation for what Abraham had done for them. The 
trophy was inscribed "To Skid, from all the youngsters of 
Mattapoisett, Halloween, 1950." Today, the whereabouts 
of the trophy are not known. He had been honored over 
the years for his community involvement including a 
medal he received from the American Legion for his civic 
accomplishments. He had touched the lives of children 
during the early to mid-20 th century and he continues to 
do so in the 21 st century as his spirit carries on with the 
parade. 


New Bedford: The City of Light

In 1851, an English noblewoman wrote home 
to say, "I have been invited to visit New Bedford ... it 
is said to be the 'City of Palaces,' from the beautiful 
buildings it contains." New Bedford was once the jewel 
of Massachusetts, called by some the "City of Light." It is 
this glimmering history that author Peggi Medeiros has 
explored in her newest book. New Bedford Mansions. 

Medeiros, a research librarian and historic 
preservation expert, arrived at the Mattapoisett Free 
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Library on a brisk, chilly Saturday, October 24, to discuss 
her latest book. She has written a book that details a New 
Bedford, which to many seems to be veiled firmly in the 
mists of the past. 

"The brightest age of New Bedford," said 
Medeiros, "begins at the end of the American Revolution, 
when the Rotch family moved to New Bedford from 
Nantucket, and ends at the onset of the Civil War." 

It was in this era, Medeiros said, that New 
Bedford became the whaling capital of the world and the 
wealthiest city per capita in the United States. She said 
proudly, "I wanted to write the biography of that New 
Bedford." 

During New Bedford's reign as the City of 
Palaces, world-renowned politicians, painters, naturalists, 
and architects flocked to its shores. Frederick Douglass 
began his life as a free man in New Bedford. Bronson 
Alcott (the father of Louisa May) lectured in the city 
routinely. Harriet Tubman sought and received shelter in 
New Bedford to avoid fallout from the raid on Harper's 
Ferry in West Virginia. John Quincy Adams visited the 
city as a young man; so did Ralph Waldo Emerson and 
Henry David Thoreau. Ironically, Moby Dick author 
Herman Melville only spent about two weeks in the city. 

John James Audubon used the whaling merchants 
as a patron bank; Medeiros described how he would "go 
from house to house of the different whaling merchants, 
selling them first editions of Birds of America." One such 
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edition, reputedly the seventh ever published, remains 
at the New Bedford Public Library. The book was bought 
by wealthy whaling merchant James Arnold and was 
donated to the library by his descendants. 

These numerous luminaries were drawn to New 
Bedford through their friends, the whaling merchants of 
New Bedford. The people who lived in this glittering city 
inside great mansions bordering the deep blue Atlantic 
would define New Bedford in the years to come. 

James Arnold and his wife Sarah, the buyers of 
the seventh Birds of America, were staunch abolitionists 
and also the aforementioned protectors of Harriet 
Tubman. The two were the benefactors of the famous 
Arnold Arboretum in Jamaica Plain, and they also built a 
beautiful mansion at 427 County Street. 

"The old mansion is still easily visible," said 
Medeiros. "Just look at the central brick building. What 
we have is a wonderful, original Federal Revival mansion, 
flanked by two Colonial Revival wings." The building 
described is now known as the Wamsutta Club. 

Modern New Bedford, however, possibly owes 
most to a strong and willful young bride. Rachel Smith 
Howland arrived in New Bedford in 1842, the new wife 
of Matthew Howland. Howland's family was one of the 
richest whaling families in the country; Matthew himself 
kept the books of the family company. Rachel, to this day, 
manages to knock the socks off of everyone who learns 
about her. When she was not praying with Abraham 
Lincoln or serving on a school board for black children 
with Harriett Beecher Stowe, she was organizing useful 
public works for the city. She was active in the New 
Bedford school system, which Medeiros notes was "not 
any easier" in the 1860s as it is today. 

"She did a remarkable thing. When the school 
board in one instance disagreed, she threw a party," said 
Medeiros. "She invited the school board to the party and 
was able to make them all talk. What an accomplishment 
that was!" 

In 1866, Howland organized the Association 
for the Relief of Aged Women of New Bedford. This 
charitable organization was meant to feed, clothe and 
care for elderly women in the city who had no family. The 
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organization still exists to this day. So does Hazelwood 
Park - the rolling green space sits on the former grounds 
of Howland's summer cottage. 

It is often very difficult to imagine what New 
Bedford must have been like in these golden years. So 
much of its cultural history lies dormant, even when 
reminders of a glorious past loom directly before you. The 
mansion of Joseph Grinnell, a four- term Massachusetts 
senator, was for many years the library of the Swain 
School of Design. 

Rachel Howland's summer cottage still stands 
in Hazelwood Park, resting in what Medeiros terms 
"demolition by neglect." Its windows are boarded up. 
Sections of roof cave in and green vines climb steadily 
up the fence that walls it off from the park. Here, the 
buildings that remain are often so removed from their 
history that the history is lost entirely. 

Traces of the shining city history remain, observed 
by the sharp eyes of researchers like Peggi Medeiros. That 
day, Medeiros' eyes shone as she recounted the grand 
buildings, famous visitors, and strong minds of old New 
Bedford. 

For a moment, as Medeiros spoke, it was as if 
Rachel Howland herself was standing there behind us 
all: The mists part and I can see the great ships, the brick 
mansions and crowds of people. The history of the city 
often seems so far away, separated by a curtain over 100 
years thick. Now though, I can feel their presence in the 
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history that remains. 


Marion's Master Plan - A Work in Process

On Saturday, October 24, about 50 people in 
Marion gathered in the Music Hall for another round 
of workshops to discuss a master plan for the town. 
Navigating through the multi-layered process was 
SRPEDD's Grant King, principal comprehensive planner. 
As he has done in previous planning workshops. King 
noted that SRPEDD's role is assisting cities and towns 
who are building master plans - a process that takes 
many months and many minds. 

The majority of those who came out on this 
autumn weekend morning were already well entrenched 
in the needs of the town. Nearly everyone present was 
or had previously been a member of a town board or 
committee. Members of the Planning Board, Board 
of Health, School Committee, Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Committee, and Townhouse Building 
Committee were present. However, one resident said she 
was new in town. 

SRPEDD's presentation included an overview of 
previous workshops where data had been collected from 
contributing residents on a vast number of topics. Data 
such as demographics of the community, transportation 
needs, infrastructure, rising water levels, and preservation 
of the historic nature of the town was collected and 
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displayed on charts and graphs in an effort to bring focus 
to the most pressing and important changes the town is 
facing. 

"We're here to present draft elements that will be 
finalized by the end of the year," King said, explaining 
that the main goal of the public workshops was to collect 
data that could indicate what the town needs and then for 
SRPEDD to aid the town "in getting there." 

The data collected thus far held such common 
themes as improving transportation and safety, creating 
zoning bylaws appropriate for growth, and protecting the 
harbor and the village. Woven throughout each common 
theme was a desire on the part of the community to 
maintain its present characteristic - a small New England 
seaside town. 

King reminded the attendees that the town's 
aging population, decreasing school enrollment, and 
dependence on residential property taxes would remain 
significant drivers or deterrents to growth well into the 
future. 

Those striking data points were: a population 
that has aged by a decade since 1990 with 30 percent of 
all households having a least one person 65 years of age 
or older, and a steep decline in school enrollment with 
50 percent of the entire student body now in junior and 
senior high school.

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may be due , 
but getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore.

Feliway 
is a pheromone that may decrease your cat’s anxiety 
when it is sprayed or wiped on the carrier.

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neighborhoods is plagued by fresh water infiltration. King 
told the group. Federal and state clean water regulations 
that had become far stricter since the construction of the 
sewer system would have to be addressed soon. King 
noted. 

After his presentation. King asked the assembled 
to break up into two groups for further informal 
discussions on the future of Marion. Additional data 
was collected and a final SRPEDD planning meeting is 
scheduled for sometime in January

Sale Of Bonds Saves Town Money 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

With a stunning triple A bond rating, bidding was 
brisk for Mattapoisett' s bonds from the opening bell until 
close. The winner was FTN Financial Capital Markets 
from Tennessee. 

The Town's financial advisors from Uni-Bank, 
along with Town Treasurer Brenda Herbeck, presented 
the copious documents to the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen on October 27 for signing. 
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The bond sale allows the Town to enjoy savings 
from interest rate decreases to the tune of approximately 
$300,000. Selectman Tyler Macallister read a long legal 
document into the record for the transaction prior to 
accepting the sale. 

"I have no idea what I just said," Macallister said. 
All agreed that the bottom line for the Town was long- 
term savings for the taxpayers. 

The bonds represented loans of $4,589,850 that 
covered such projects as water and sewer improvements, 
roadways, and library needs. 

Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger also met with 
the selectmen seeking their official vote to replace old 
voting equipment with new units approved by the state. 
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The new machines will be used starting with the March 
2016 election. 

Also coming before the selectmen for a 
continuation of their hearing for a Class II license 
for vehicle sales and service were Kevin and David 
Ducharme of Dartmouth. During their previous hearing, 
the selectmen had asked the father and son business 
partners to meet with Police Department Safety Officer 
Justin King to review traffic flow entering and exiting 
the Route 6 location where they propose to set up their 
business. King offered several suggestions for the 79 
Marion Road property. 

However, that was not the only hurdle the 
Ducharmes needed to clear. They were told that the 
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building and zoning code enforcement director, Andrew 
Bobola, would need to approve the number of cars they 
would be allowed to keep on the premises for sale. 

After being told that they will need to work with 
Bobola and provide him with a scaled drawing of the 
property use, the selectmen approved their license with 
conditions that flags, balloons and banners, flickering 
lights, and other distracting materials not be used. 

Ducharme will be allowed to keep a minimum of 
15 vehicles and possibly as many as 25 if Bobola agrees 
that number is in keeping with bylaws. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne updated the 
selectmen on the progress being made on the Acushnet 
Road culvert and roadway project. He said the culvert 
has been completed and the project remains on track for a 
mid-November completion. 

Gagne also reported that the Water and Sewer 
Department would be undertaking a water infiltration 
review to ensure that the public sewer system is not being 
breached by illegal hook-ups. He said the town has hired 
OSD Engineering Consultants of New Hampshire. He 
assured the board that the employees for the company 
who will be conducting a house-by-house evaluation, will 
have clear credentials and other forms of identification. 

Gagne was also delighted to share the " really 
good news" that Paula Butterfield, assistant veterans 
agent, has received state recognition as the number one 
agent of the year. He said, "Numerous times, people give 
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her very high praise." 

Gagne said the Special Fall Town Meeting is 
scheduled for November 9 at the ORRHS auditorium at 
6:30 pm. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for November 24 at 7:00 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room.

Marion Special Fall Town Meeting voters on 
October 26 finally accepted a new ambulance, but they flat 
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out rejected the Board of Selectmen's article to appropriate 
$50,000 to match a potential grant of $200,000 that could 
have led to expanded municipal sewer service to the 
Indian and Aucoot Cove area neighborhoods of Marion 
and Mattapoisett - something neither the voters nor one 
vocal Indian Cove resident wanted. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson and the 
selectmen over the past several weeks had expressed their 
optimism over the funding opportunity offered by the 
Buzzards Bay and Narragansett Bay Estuary Programs, 
which Dawson and selectmen were hoping would lead 
to an eventual nitrogen load decrease that the EPA, 
the entity that holds the fate of the town's wastewater 
treatment in its hands, would look favorably upon. 

Selectmen Chairman Stephen Cushing introduced 
Article S4, explaining that the town would partner with 
Mattapoisett to provide sewer service to the Aucoot Cove 
Mattapoisett residents as well as Marion residents - an 
opportunity for Marion to increase its sewer service 
revenue while decreasing nitrogen pollution in the cove. 

The Buzzards Bay Coalition supported the 
proposal and grant opportunity, and the Town of 
Mattapoisett would have contributed $10,000 towards 
the feasibility study - an amount that some Marion Town 
Meeting voters found unsubstantial. 

Resident Joseph Zora reminded voters present 
of the looming NPDES (National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System) permit the EPA will issue any day 
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now, which could cost the town tens of thousands of 
dollars should the EPA enforce its strict new standards for 
wastewater treatment. He wondered how adding more 
residents to sewer service, despite a moratorium on the 
addition of sewer hookups, would benefit the town, given 
the NPDES circumstances. 

Referring to the impending NPDES permit, Zora 
told voters: "If you're not frightened then you should 
be . . . when the EPA comes." Because, when it comes to 
a potential $25 million in wastewater treatment plant 
upgrades, "This is going to kill us." As for the support of 
the BBC, Zora said, "I'm a little bit leery of the 'buzzards' 
because they keep picking our bones." 

Dawson defended the article to no avail. 
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Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard gave no 
recommendation on the matter, saying he did not receive 
the information he needed in time to make an educated 
decision. 

Former Planning Board member Stephen Kokkins 
rejected the proposal as well, arguing that adding new 
households to the current sewer system would do nothing 
to decrease nitrogen pollution, despite the elimination 
of private septic systems, because the town's current 
wastewater treatment plant is already operating in excess 
of its capacity. 

"I think this proposal is premature," Kokkins 

said. 

A resident made the motion to table the article, 
and the voters unanimously supported it. 

The ambulance article, which was passed over 
during the Annual Town Meeting so that specifications 
on the vehicle could be reviewed by the new incoming 
fire chief, passed with little objection from voters and no 
objection from FinCom this time. 

Selectman Jody Dickerson pointed out that the 
timing of the purchase was perfect, given new federal 
standards for ambulances that would take effect July 1, 
2016 and cost an additional estimated $40,000. 

"We are confident that this ambulance is not 
only suitable . . . but adds flexibility," said Finance 
Committee Chairman Alan Minard. "All in all, I think 
it's a reasonable, although very expensive, piece of 
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equipment." 

With the approval, $150,000 of the appropriated 
total sum of $241,000 will be transferred from the capital 
stabilization fund and the remainder from free cash. 

Approval for Article S2 to appropriate $10,000 to 
undertake aerial spraying to combat winter and gypsy 
moths passed with a slightly lesser margin after a couple 
of residents voiced their discontentment over the limited 
scope of the spraying - only a few major public ways and 
throughout Marion village. 

"I pay taxes in this town," said Wareham Road 
resident BJ Barrows, who wanted Route 6 to be part of the 
spraying. "Why don't you ask for more money and do the 
whole town?" 

Tree Committee Chairman Margie Baldwin said 
Route 6 was a state highway, not under the jurisdiction of 
the town, which Barrows said he could not accept. 

Another resident said she lives on a private 
road and also pays taxes and would want the spraying 
extended to private ways as well. Baldwin agreed it 
would be nice, but "We can't do all the roads in town." 

The vote passed; however, there was a significant 
number of 'nays.' 

Town Meeting voters approved Article SI to allow 
the town to collect water bills from area town residents 
to whom the Town of Marion provides water, including 
the right to issue liens on the properties as if they were 
Marion properties should water bills go unpaid. 
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offers a paver patio and nicely landscaped yard including 
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Article S5, to appropriate $12,006.19 to cover 
damages caused by a significant rainstorm was passed 
over at the request of the selectmen. Selectmen knew they 
would pass it over if the insurance company responded 
favorably toward covering the costs of the damages. 


Yard Boss 'Shameless/ Says Chairman 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

In spite of photographic evidence and eyewitness 
testimony that Yard Boss, a local landscape company, 
is taking water from the Mattapoisett River, neither 
Fairhaven nor Mattapoisett seem legally able to stop 
them. 

Mattapoisett Conservation Agent Elizabeth 
Leidhold told the commissioners on October 26 that the 
latest photograph, which was displayed on the conference 
room's video screen, had been taken in the last few days. 
The evidence was given to Vincent Furtado, Department 
of Public Works Superintendent for Fairhaven, she said. 

The photograph showed a Yard Boss truck taking 
water directly from the Mattapoisett River on property 
owned by Fairhaven at the corner of River Road. 

Furtado is a member of the Mattapoisett River 
Valley Water Protection Advisory Committee, a multi- 
town group primarily tasked with overseeing the river 
valley's health. 

In an effort to put regulations in place to protect

the water source, the MRVWPAC has written a set of fresh 
water bylaws, Leidhold said. These proposed bylaws will 
need to pass town meeting votes by residents of towns 
dependent on the drinking water source: Mattapoisett, 
Rochester, Marion, and Fairhaven. 

Leidhold said that until such time as the bylaws 
are passed or Fairhaven, who owns the property, finds 
a way to stop Yard Boss from taking water without 
permission, nothing can be done. 

Chairman Bob Rogers said, "Without a 
mechanism to fine them, there isn't much we can do." Fie 
continued, "We don't have bylaws. . .. We need a water 
withdrawal restriction. ... Other than shaming them in the 
press, we can't do much," he stated. 

But commission member Michael King thought, 
"Fairhaven could probably put a no trespassing on them." 

"This is their busy time of the year running 
around hydro-seeding before winter," said Rogers. 
Concluding discussion on the topic, he said, "They are 
shameless."

Attorney Victor Manougian said the town's 
zoning bylaw that requires site plan review for projects 
that exceed $25,000 steps on the toes of a more recent 
federal FCC rule meant to help cell antenna installations 
progress more swiftly. Arguing that there would be no 
alteration to the height of the tower and no substantial 
expansion of structures, Manougian asked the board to 
overturn Building Commissioner James Buckle's decision 
to deny the building permit. He said the town would 
still maintain oversight of the project in areas such as 
electricity and safety and code issues. 

The board expressed concern and skepticism. 

"What you're really asking for is a waiver on 
the time frame ... as far as site plan review goes," said 
ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler. He asked Manougian, if 
there was such a rush, why didn't they file the project 
application sooner? 

Manougian said the project had to pass through 
several regulatory processes at the federal level. 

"My Verizon bill is outrageous, but that's beside 
the point," joked Cutler. "I really don't think anybody's 
opposed to the project, just the process." 

He was just following the rules when he denied 
the project, commented Buckles. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey, in a letter to the 
ZBA, wrote that the project should indeed go through 
site plan review, stating, "I disagree that the project is 
somehow exempt from site plan review." Furthermore, 
site plan review allows for the oversight of construction, 
appearance, lighting, and also provides legal notice to 
abutters. 

Cutler expressed sympathy for Manougian and 
said he hoped the process would go through as swiftly as 
possible; however, overturning Buckles and ushering a 
project past the Planning Board was against the beliefs of 
the board. 

"Poor planning on your part does not constitute 
an emergency on my part," Cutler told. Manougian. 
Although the project was of no great consequence, board 
members agreed that adhering to process was paramount. 

Manougian said the informal discussion with the 
Planning Board was scheduled for October 27 and the 
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site plan review public hearing was slated for December 
8; however, that would be moot should the ZBA grant 
Manougian's request. 

"I wish we felt more comfortable about it," said 
Cutler. At that, the board continued the hearing until 
November 12. 

Also during the meeting, the board granted James 
Fraser and Katherine Hanson a Special Permit to raze an 
existing shed in the front of the property and replace it 
with a new one to house a small art studio. Zoning bylaw 
restricts accessory structures to the rear of a dwelling, 
but since the couple lived at the very end of Snow's Pond 
Road at house number 361, outside the view of the public, 
the board granted the request. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for November 12 at 7:00 pm at 
the Rochester Town Hall.

Tabor Focuses on Gender Equality

This year, Tabor Academy has refocused attention 
on gender equality and providing equal opportunity for 
both female and male students. 

Two years ago. Headmaster John Quirk 
implemented a system of co-heads of school so that one 
boy and one girl are selected from the senior class to lead 
the school each year. Subsequently, Student Council was 
reorganized so that each of the three positions has one girl 
and one boy. After achieving gender parity in the school 
legislature, the administration began inviting speakers 
to start conversations on the important issue of gender 
equality. 

Tabor started by bringing in Michael Kimmel, a 
professor of Sociology at Stony Brook University, who has 
written extensively on the topic of toxic masculinity and 
the necessity of men standing up for women's rights. 

Kimmel came to Tabor to discuss the process by 
which boys become men, and how competition to be the 
"alpha male" causes men to engage in harmful social 
behavior, undermining the struggle for gender equality. 

He focused on how being a feminist is actually beneficial 
to men as well as women, and how men should stand up 
for women's issues. 

"Even though it was geared to guys, I thought 
everyone could take something from it," said senior Claire

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Brito. "I liked that it made gender equality everyone's 
issue." 

Senior Lulu Ward agreed, saying that she 
appreciated "how statistical Michael Kimmel was." She 
noted "it was hard to argue with him because he had a lot 
of science in his corner." 

After the speech, Tabor students broke out into small 
groups to discuss the talk and how they think it applied 
to Tabor's community as a whole. 

"He did a good job of making it Tabor-specific. 

He talked a lot about boarding school mentality and 
school culture," said Brito. "For a long time, I think 
feminism was something no one wanted to talk about or 
be associated with. I'm really happy that we're working 
to make Tabor's culture more inclusive." 

Brito is the leader of a female empowerment club 
on campus and has long tried to start a dialogue about 
women's rights. 

"It's very heartening to know the administration 
is taking a stand," said Brito. 

After Kimmel, Alexis Jones, speaker and author 
of I Am That Girl , came to campus to discuss her personal 
story and to highlight inequalities in the lives of men and 
women, especially in their adolescence. 

Jones addressed the females and males separately, 
focusing primarily on body image and self-esteem with 
the girls, and standing up and protecting girls for the 
boys.

A Rochester man has been sentenced to 15 
months in the House of Correction after pleading guilty 
to a number of charges stemming from a break in at the 
Rochester Golf Course in July of this year.

At Midnight I'll Take Your Soul (1964). Starring Jose 
Mojica Marins and Magda Mei. Directed by Jose Mojica 
Marins. Running time: 82 minutes. 

Generally agreed to be the first Brazilian horror 
film, 1964' s At Midnight I'll Take Your Soul is the perfect 
under seen-in- America Halloween movie. Its director 
and cowriter, Jose Mojica Marins, also stars as Ze do 
Caixao, or Coffin Joe, a robustly diabolical and atheistic 
mortician who terrorizes everyone in his town. Coffin Joe 
has long fingernails and favors a black cape and black 
top hat. In this heavily Catholic town, he enjoys eating 
meat on Holy Friday, going so far as to force a man in the 
local bar to chew some lamb. Coffin Joe is obsessed with 
"the continuity of blood"; he wants a son to carry on his 
bloodline, and since his wife can't give him one, he goes 
looking for a candidate. As you may have gathered, this 
does not involve gentle seduction and walks on the beach. 

At Midnight is the first of a trilogy of Coffin Joe 
films (though Marins made several other movies featuring 
the character) whose plot throughline is the anti-hero's 
quest for a son. Coffin Joe went on to become something 
of a favorite (if disreputable in many quarters) icon of 
terror in Brazil, lending his name or visage to books, 
comics, TV shows, songs, and even a Volkswagen. Our 
closest equivalent, I suppose, might be Freddy Krueger, 
who rose out of American fears of child abusers much 
as Coffin Joe is partly a cautionary figure demonstrating 
what happens if you laugh at God and spirits and the 
local bruja. Brazilian audiences felt safe in vicariously 
relishing Coffin Joe's blasphemies and violence as long as 
it was clear that he would get his comeuppance at the end 
— which he does, spectacularly. 

Of course, "spectacular" is relative when you're 
talking about something obviously made on a frayed 
shoestring; this is the kind of cheapjack film in which 
an actor must endure real live tarantulas and maggots 
crawling on his or her face. Despite that, the gore effects 
(shot in inky black and white) are appropriately gross and 
wince-inducing, especially for a film that landed only a

Lewis' seminal

Not really a 
flashy director, 
at least on this 
ride, Marins 
still manages 
to birth a 
classically 
spooky affair 

with the sometimes-schlocky but lovable aesthetic of a 
small-town haunted house: skulls, witches, glowing eyes, 
disembodied shrieking and moaning. 

Most of Marins' cast were non-actors (one of his 
cowriters, Magda Mei, plays the unfortunate woman 
who catches Coffin Joe's eye), but Marins himself gives 
a performance of epic hamminess, constantly laughing 
maniacally or screaming in terror of the "inferno." At 
Midnight is a lot of fun, but it's also a serious document 
of its time and place, a Brazil gripped with fear of God 
and ghosts; the movie is suffused with that unique South 
American Catholic mix of religion and superstition. It's 
a place where the concept of the Holy Ghost consorts 
uneasily with that of unholy ghosts. Coffin Joe may be 
one of the latter; he starts off as a fairly normal mortician 
and gradually adds terrible qualities, beginning by 
wanting meat on Holy Friday, until finally he's drowning 
his best friend and raping that friend's fiancee. 

Yet the little I know about Marins suggests he 
doesn't mean Coffin Joe entirely as a cautionary figure. 

The character is also a critique of the society that gave rise 
to him, a heavily paternalistic culture that places a great 
deal of importance on procreation, especially having sons. 
Women, of course, are regarded only as a means to that 
end (remember, a woman cowrote the script). Coffin Joe 
isn't just an example of how a Brazilian man can go wrong 
and doom his soul (he isn't the one, incidentally, who 
issues the film's titular threat); he's the logical extension 
of the harsh misogynistic world he lives in. Naturally, this 
being a horror film, he also drops a tarantula on his wife's 
face and smashes someone else in the face with a crown 
of thorns he rips off of a statue of Christ. At Midnight has 
been compared to Ed Wood's loony absurdities, but it's 
closer to the surreal grotesqueries of Bunuel and Dali's 
L'Age d'Or.

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information electronically. The Mattapoisett Water and 
Sewer Commissioners offered an Article on the FY 
2011 Town Meeting warrant for approval to begin the 
meter upgrade program. The funds requested to begin 
the program were approved at Town Meeting, and a 
trial program began shortly thereafter. Late in 2011, 
competitive bids were requested of manufacturers of 
electronic water meters and in 2012, the meter purchase 
was awarded to Master Meter of Mansfield, Texas. The 
software used in conjunction with the electronic meters 
is provided by Greentree Applied Systems based in 
Lexington, Kentucky. 

Water and Sewer Superintendent William "Nick" 
Nicholson said that 1,800 of the new meters have been 
installed to date - 60% of the total 3,000 meters installed 
throughout town. The program has been very successful 
for both the Town and for water consumers. With the 
older style water meter, it takes the water and sewer 
department staff nearly two months to read meters and 
to manually organize the data for water and sewer utility 
billings. This labor-intensive effort is the primary reason 
Mattapoisett water consumers are billed only twice each 
year for water and sewer services. With the new system, 
meter readings are collected and retained electronically. 
Mr. Nicholson expects that when fully implemented, 
two staff members will be able to read, electronically, 
all Town water meters in about five days. The collected 
readings are then electronically transferred to the Town 
water and sewer billing system. Sometime in the future, 
Mr. Nicholson hopes that the Town will be in a position 
to move to a quarterly - and perhaps monthly - billing 
cycle rather than the current semiannual billing schedule. 
Additionally, a high percentage of the Town's water 
meters are approaching 20 years or more in age and are 
scheduled for replacement, so the upgrade to the new 
technology at this time is perfect, he said. There is no 
direct cost to the consumer for the new style meter; the 
cost of the new system is paid out of the rates and charges 
now paid by each Town water consumer. 

From a water consumer's perspective, the new 
meters have the ability to identify, through software 
algorithms, possible leaks within the home or business.

Mr. Nicholson said that the department now reads 
the new style meters the first week of each month. If a 
leak is "detected" by the system, "we get on the phone 
immediately, followed up with a letter, to inform the 
property owner of the situation possibly saving the 
owner hundreds of dollars in charges for lost water while 
preserving our water resource." Mr. Nicholson said that 
over the past couple of years, the system has "detected" 
anywhere from 25 to a high of 48 water leaks in any given 
month. "Early leak detection is key to water conservation, 
and it is important to minimize the effect of a water leak 
on the household budget," said Mr. Nicholson. The new 
meter is of particular importance to the property owner 
who may not reside in their Mattapoisett residence on a

"The new style water 
meter could save some Town residents hundreds of 
dollars," said Mr. Nicholson - and for this reason alone 
the upgrade is well worth the investment of 30 minutes of 
time to affect the upgrade.

Spill Response Training Exercise 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (MassDEP) and the U.S. Coast Guard (USCG), 
along with five other state and local agencies, staged an 
eight-hour training exercise involving a mock petroleum 
spill in Buzzards Bay near Ram Island off of the Town of 
Mattapoisett on October 22. The goal of the field exercise 
was to test the current protection strategy for Ram Island 
in the event of a real oil spill in the bay. 

Ram Island is one of only three primary nesting 
locations for the roseate tern, a federal- and state- 
designated endangered species and a high-protection 
priority during a spill. 

MassDEP has developed 160 Geographic 
Response Plans (GRPs) for coastal Massachusetts that 
are designed to protect environmentally sensitive areas 
in the event of a large oil spill. This exercise involved 
the implementation of the GRP tactic for Ram Island by 
deploying nearly 1,700 feet of MassDEP and USCG open- 
water boom. 

Boom is deployed along the water surface and 
provides a physical barrier to contain and herd oil or 
other floating contaminated material. A total of eight state 
and federal vessels were used during this exercise, which 
was based out of the New Bedford Marine Commerce

Terminal. In addition, a command center was established 
in a Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency 
(MEMA) mobile emergency operations center trailer in 
Fairhaven. 

Since passage of the Oil Spill Prevention and 
Response Act of 2004, MassDEP has conducted more than 
30 GRP exercises, but this event was the largest training 
exercise due to the complexity of the protection tactics 
and the location of Ram Island. The team will assess 
the lessons learned and prepare an after-action report. 
Lessons learned will help improve this specific GRP, 
as well as yield valuable information on the resources 
needed to deploy this and other oil spill protection 
strategies.
